PORT COLBORNE - Never-before- 
seen photographs of farm life in the 
community and folk art items from 
Port Colborne Historical and Marine 
Museum’s collection are now on 
display as part of four concurrent 
exhibits. 

Assistant curator Michelle Mason 
said the Different Strokes for Different 
Folks exhibit showcases homemade 
works of local art. 

“We have individual items, things 
that would have been on display, like 
paintings and carvings. Most of the 
items are from our collection, but we 
have a couple that were loaned to us.” 

Mason said there are quilts, hamster 
and bird cages, weather vanes and a 
mascot from the former Lockview Park 
Secondary School that was made out 
oftin by students. 

“We have these glass balls from Erie 
Glass that was in existence for two 


years in the 1800s. The balls have col¬ 
lages inside. There are also seashell 
mosaics. A lot of the artifacts are con¬ 
nected to local families.” 

Mason said some families might be 
surprised by what their ancestors had. 

Celebrating our Agricultural Past, 
Flour Power, and Mills and Marauders 
-The Rumour Wheels of War are the 
other three exhibits on display. 

With a new summer student hired, 
the museum will look to develop a 
pioneer school program for elemen¬ 
tary school students to tie in with the 
agricultural exhibit that features pho¬ 
tographs taken by John and Chester 
Wichmann (father and son) and 
Thomas Woodward, who worked on a

“Bleach was my best friend,” 
she said. 

She also did a lot of draw¬ 
ing and learned how to draw 
portraits, which she had never 
done before. 

“This is something I want 
to do in the future,” said St. 
Laurent, adding everyone in the 
shop was a lot of fun to work 

Alfieri and St. Laurent 
weren't the only two employer- 
employees sitting together at 
the breakfast. 

A number of companies that 
took in students were on hand. 

“We appreciate all the 
employers who take in our stu¬ 
dents on a continual basis,” said 
co-op teacher Margaret Benko. 


Ninety-six students took part 
in co-op placement over the 
past two semesters, some work¬ 
ing half-days and some working 
foil days across the region. 

While the placements give 
students valuable real life work 
experience, it shows them what 
they can expect to experience 
and help them determine if 
they want to continue in a cer¬ 
tain field, said Benko.

“I began my three days a 
week experiencing life at the 
Pillar and Post, beginning with 
basic kitchen safety, how to use 
the equipment and my knife 
skills. With tremendous help ... 
my skills have improved during 
my co-op.” 

Perdue said co-op offers 
students to be introduced to a 
possible future employer. Her 
co-op led to the hotel offering 
her an extension to part-time, 
and then to a full-time posi¬ 
tion while working toward an 
apprenticeship.

Port angling to 
be the‘reel’thing

PORT COLBORNE - Chris 
Yalowica was very surprised 
when he saw the number of 
votes Port Colborne was get¬ 
ting in the first round of World 
Fishing Network's second 
annual Ultimate Fishing 
Town Canada contest. 

“We had more votes than 
towns on the American 
side (of the contest),” said 
Yalowica, 444 International 
Walleye Tournament chair¬ 
man and the Port Colborne 
and District Conservation 
Club executive member who 
entered the city in the net¬ 
work’s contest. 

World Fishing Network is a 
digital cable speciality shown 
in more than 20 million 
households through North 
American cable, satellite and 
telecommunications dis¬ 
tributors. It is dedicated to all 
segments of fishing with pro¬ 
gramming that covers instruc¬ 
tion, tips, tournaments, travel, 
food, boating, outdoor life¬ 
style and more. The Ultimate 
Fishing Town Canada contest 
will see the winning centre 
awarded $25,000 to use in the 
community. 

Voting on WFN’s website 
started April 12 and wrapped 
up last week. In total. Port 
Colborne had somewhere 
close to 30,300 votes at the 
end of the first round of 
balloting. 

Yalowica attributed the 
large number of votes to 
social networking through 
Facebook and word-of- 
mouth. 

“Networking really helped 
us. We had people at city hall 
voting for us, a lot of Niagara 
Regional Police officers, Port 
Colborne High School and 


Lakeshore Catholic High 
School students, and the 
(Port Colborne-Wainfleet) 
chamber of commerce.” 

He said with such a wide 
range of people involved, it 
helped Port Colborne’s vote 
keep up with and surpass the 
next nearest vote-getter in 
the Central Region category, 
Chapleau, Ont. 

“Chapleau had surges and 
was keeping up with and get¬ 
ting ahead of us. One thou¬ 
sand votes in a weekend was 
nothing for them.” 

At one point though, he 
said, Port Colborne started 
to catch back up and surpass 
the northeastern Ontario 
town in the votes. 

“People are really excited 
about this. We were getting 
e-mails 24 hours a day from 
people saying they were 
voting and rooting for us." 

Voting blocks on the web¬ 
site allowed people to vote 
up to four times a day. All 
people had to do was enter 
an e-mail, wait for a confir¬ 
mation e-mail and click on a 
link provided to register. 

With the first round over, 
Yalowica is confident going 
into round two, which sees 20 
centres compete for the grand 
prize and start off with zero 
votes. Round two of the voting 
started Tuesday and wraps up 
at the end of the month. 

“I think we’ll get 2,000 to 
3,000 votes a day and could 
even see 5,000 votes a day," he 
said in encouraging people to 
vote as often as they can to 
help Port Colborne win the 
$25,000. 

Stephen Thompson, Port 
Colborne’s general manager 
and director of economic 
development, tourism and 
marketing, is also encourag¬ 
ing residents to vote in the 


second round of the contest. 
He said voting will become 
even more important in 
the second round as Port 
Colborne goes up against 
19 other communities from 
across Canada. 

When Port Colborne first 
discovered the contest, 
Thompson said the munici¬ 
pality contacted the conser¬ 
vation club about it 

“We figured they were a 
natural to work with and were 
glad to introduce them to it” 

In addition to the $25,000, 
which would be used for 
the club’s walleye hatchery 
program, new fish-cleaning 
stations, strengthening the 
tournaments in the city and 
promoting the fishing oppor¬ 
tunities that exist, a video 
produced by WFN on the 
winning town and what it has 
to offer would be made and 
shown on the network. 

“Every angler who has 
been here has made com¬ 
ments on what a great place 
Port Colborne is for fishing 
year-round,” said Thompson, 
adding a win would give the 
city great exposure from coast

Ekmsj and Alcohol 

Unfortunately, mixing alcohol with certain types of prescription 
medications can be dangerous. Alcohol can increase the risk of 
severe CNS depression when taken with opioids, benzodiazepines and 
barbiturates. Alcohol can also affect drug metabolism (breakdown to 
active components), or the absorption of some drugs. Chronic alcohol 
intake can also cause problems with certain medications because of the 
effect it has on the liver and specific drug metabolizing enzymes. 


Chronic alcohol use increases acetaminophen (Tylenol) metabolism 
increasing its conversion to metabolites toxic to the liver. It is always 
best not to exceed four grams of acetaminophen a day, especially if you 
are a heavy binge drinker or because of the damage it can do to your 
liver. 


Chronic alcohol use along with NSAIDS (Ibuprofen) or aspirin can 
increase the risk of Gl bleeds. However, an occasional drink with NSAID 
use is not likely an issue. 

If you are a patient on warfarin, alcohol can inhibit warfarin 
metabolism and increase your INR. If you change your usual alcohol 
intake you should have your INR checked. 

Certain antibiotics, and in particular metronidazole, has the potential 
when mixed with alcohol, to make people quite ill. When take together a 
patient may experience low blood pressure, shortness of breath, facial 
flushing and nausea. 

Diabetic patients taking hypoglycemics such as Glyburide or insulin 
are at risk of severe hypoglycemia (low blood sugar) when they drink 
alcohol. These patients should limit alcohol to an occasional single 
drink. 


Any patient on medication for sleeping should be careful of alcohol 
consumption because of the addictive effects of drowsiness and 
respiratory depression. Patients have been known to aspirate their own 
vomit and die from intoxication. This could be more likely to happen if a 
person mixes alcohol with their sleep medication. 

The same problem could exist when patients mix alcohol and 
opiates. 


It is always wise to consult your pharmacist or physician if you receive 
a new prescription and intend to have a few alcoholic beverages. Also, 
please notify your physician or pharmacist if you are a chronic drinker. 
Even if you are not planning to drink while taking your prescription, 
previous liver damage could affect how well you metabolize your 
medication. This could result in too high or too low a dose for you.
